Naturally, he refused t o answer thea* being placed 
In u very difficult situation. obviously he then had to 
inform his guardians sno. since then he has been completely • 
isolated. Probaoly he will cotae back to Lithuania and report 
that the dmigrds do not have the least understanding or 
sympathy with thoa«- that roar: Ladd in Lithuania under the 
present oppresoed clrcumKtui.ce&. I doubt that this was tha 
correct method to approach this scattor.-
